Washington, D. C., Aug. 10.—(Special.)— 
Before President Taft left Washington this 
afternoon for a flying trip to Beverly, Mass., 
he announced to a number of his callers his 
purpose: 
To veto the Arizona and New Mezico 


statehood bill. 
To veto the wool bill. 


To veto the free list bill. 
To veto the cotton and any other tariff 


bilis that might be passed. 

To appeal to the country to force the 
senate to ratify the general treaties of 
arbitration with Great Britain and France. 

The program of the president is one fraught 
with important political consequences. He 
realizes, from the polls made by THE Cuicaco 
Tarsuns. the strength of the movement for 
tariff revision. He desires to give effect to 
this sentiment, but in a scientific fashion 
and in aceérdance with the findings of the 
tariff board. 

He has told those with whom he has con- 
ferred that he will not stultify the Republic- 
an party by approving tariff measures which 
are unscientific in character and which may 
be shown to be grossiy inadequate and defee- 
tive by the report of the tariff board, which 
will be submitted to congrese at the begin- 
ning of the regular session in December. 


La Follette Wins Points. 

Senator La Follette and Representative Un- 
derwood, representing the tariff conferees 
of the senate and house respectively, have 
been making an earnest effort to reach an 
agreement. They have drawn closer and 
closer together, both with regard to the free 
lst and wool bills, and will submit their con- 
clusions at a meeting of the conference com- 
mittee tomorrow morning. 

The president’s objection to a statehood 
bill lies in the provision permitting Arizona to 
hold another election to determine whether 
the recall of the judiciary shall be a part of 
her constitution. He said today he would 
never permit such a dangerous principle to be 


_ Written into the law with his approval. He 


conferred with a number of the Republican 
leaders, with the result that he ig satisfied 
this measure cannot be passed over his veto, 
in spite of the Jarge majority it received in 
both houses. 

Senator Cullom called upon the president 
today to discuss the treaties with England 
tnd France. He suggested in behalf of some 
of his colleagues the omission of the para- 
Sraph requiring that in cases in which the 
sovernments disagree as to whether or nota 
difference is subject to arbitration the ques- 
tlon shall be submitted to the proposed com- 
mission of inquiry for determilnation as to 
Whether it should be arbitrated. The presi- 
dent announced he would oppose any changes 
Whatever in the treaties and, if necessary, 
Would appeal to the country to apply pres- 
sufe to the senate to compel ratification. 
There is no chance of the treaties being rati- 
fied at the present session.

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Mrs. Ida Nelson, mother of Battling Nelson, 
was killed yesterday by a Wabash railroad 
fast mail train at the Burnham railroad sta- 
tion, 

Mrs. Nelson was struck by the train at 6 
o’clock yesterdey afternoon. She was re- 
moved to her home in Burnham and died 
four hours later. She was 52 years old. 

Mrs. Nelson, in company with Mrs. Annie 
Martin, a neighbor, had been in Hammond, 
Ind., shopping, and retured shortly after 5 
o’clock. They alighted from a north bound 
Lake Shore and Michigan Southern railroad 


freight train to pass they started to cross 
the tracks. 
Thrown Against Railway Station. 

Mrs. Nelson was in front, and failed to 
notice the approaching mail train. Before 
Mrs. Martin could seize her to pull her from 
the tracks the train struck her. 

She was thrown against the railroad depot 
with such force that her skull was fractured 
and she was hurt internally. 

Bhe was carried to the home of Frank 
Hitchcock, a short distunce from the railroad 
depot, and later was removed to heg home, 
where she died four hours after the accident. 

The Nelson family lives on what is known 
ase the “ Old Reed farm,” in Burnham, which 
was purchased some time ago by the prize- 
fighter for his father and mother. 


Mother Gave Final Advice. 

Long before Battling Nelson won the light- 
weight championship of the world his mother 
was one of his stanchest supportérs and the 
Durable Dane never engaged ina fight until 
he had received final instructions from his 
mother. Although opposed to prizefighting, 
Mrs. Nelson did not throw any stones in her 
son's path when it became apparent that he 
had made up his mind to bea prize fighter. 

In his championship battles the returns by 
rounds always were announced in the little 
town of Burnham and Mr. and Mrs. Nelson 
always were on hand early to get a good seat. 
Mrs. Nelson especially listened with intense 
interest to the calling off of the rounds and it 
Was a common occurence at the end of every 
fight to hear her tell her friends that she knew 
her boy would win because he was so good 
to his mother.

NOTABLES WITNESS HUMILIATION 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

LONDON, Aug. 10.—Premier Asquith’s 
government, which claims to represent the 
democracy of Great Britain, tonight en- 
forced its will upon the peerage by the nar- 
row vote of 181 to li4. This is the climax ofa 
fight extending over two years. 

‘By this vote the house of lords decided to 
accept what the Liberals contend is the will 
of the people, and adopted Viscount Morley’s 
motion not to insist upon the lords’ amend- 
ment to the parliamentary bill, which prac- 
tically limits the power of the house of lords 
to a two years’ suspensory veto and vastly 
increases the prerogatives of the house of 
commons. 

Tonight's action opened a new page in the 
constitutional history of England. The 
greater number of the house of lords did not 
vote, but 131 who did, by a majority of 
17, entirely chenged the character of the 
house, which, under slightly varying names, 
for nearly a thousand years has been thé 
essential part of the British legislature. 

The great constitutional struggle, which 
began when the house of lords nearly two 
years ago rejected the budget of David Licyd- 
George, chancellor of the exchequer, is end- 
ed for a time at least, and with the greatest 
change to Great Britain's working constitu- 
tion since the passage of the reform bill. 


Chief Features of the Bill 

The veto bill is designed to regulate 
the relations between the two houses. 
It provides that if a money bill is passed 
by the commons and sent up to the lorda, 
where it is not acted upon, it shall become 
a law upon royal assent. 

It also provides that the speaker of the 
commons shall determine what a money 
bill is. 

A further provision its that any other 
dill which passes the commons three 
times and is rejected by the lords shall 
become a law on royal assent, providing 
two years pass between its introduction 
and final passage in the commons. 


“Die Hards” Muster Strength. 

The process of voting consumed nearly an 
hour and the result trembled in the balance 
until the last moment. 

The “die hards” mustered greater strength 
than was anticipated, and the government 
owes its victory to the votes of between twen- 
ty and thirty Conservatives, who threw in 
their lot with the Liberals to save their own 
caste from loss of prestige and the king from 
the mecessity of exercising the royal prerog- 
ative for the creation of a large number of 
new peers, from which every one believes he 
was extremely anxious to be saved. 

The archbishops of Canterbury and York 
and nine bishops also lined up with the gov- 
ernmmpent, although the ecclesiastical lords 
generally keep aloof from party questions. 
The bishops of Bangor and Worcester went 
with the Haleburyites, the “ last ditchera.” 


Notables Witness Humiliation. 

It will be noticeable that the highest ranks 
of the nobility furnished the fewest support- 
ers of the government. The Dukes of Nor- 
folk, Leeds, Marlborough, Newcastle, Nor- 
thumberland, Somerset, and Westminster 
voted with the opposition, while the remain- 
der abstained from voting. 

‘Drinking the hemlock ’”’ had become an 
historic phrase in past months, and the gath- 
ering in the ancient chamber tonight to wit- 
ness the memorable humiliation was worthy 
of the occasion. 

Peeresses, ambassadors, and commoners 
packed the galleries and a group of private 
counselors, exercising the prerogatives of 
their position, sat on the steps of the throne. 
The benches, aisles, and floor were crowded. 


Painted as Black Day for England. 

Lieut. Col. Arthur Lee, speaking in the 
house of commons today, said this would be 
a black day in England's history if the house 
of lords accepted the veto bill and the house 
of commons cut adrift from the traditions of 
centuries to bestow salaries upon its mem- 
bers. 

Apparently, the sentiment of the peers was 
in full accord with this description of the 
occasion. Lords frequently forgot the op- 
pressive dignity which customarily marks the 

gs in the upper chamber, and 
fought for a hearing with great strenuous- 
ess. 
"fhe Bari of Halsbury once went so far as 
to make a formal motion that ome of his 
supporters be heard in preference toe peer 
who favored the government. 


Bishops First to Cast Votes 

When the voting began Lord Lansdowne 
withdrew to a position behind the drone, 
but his followers watched the issue eagerly.

A thrill of excitement marked the eppear- 
ance of each notable, but none was greater 
than when Lord Rosebery appeared as a 
supporter of the government.

$53,942 Pay Roll Blocked by 
Tactics of President and 
Democratic Allies in 
Stormy Session. 


NEAR FISTIC ENCOUNTERS.

The stormiest session the sanitary district 
ever nas known was held yesterday by its 
present trustees. 

Im its course the lie was passed, but not 
the pay roll, ugly hints of graft were 
voiced, physical encounters were threatened, 
and the traditional dignity of the body was 
forgotten. | 

The issue in the battle that already has 
taken the trustees into the courts through a 
“taxpayers’”’ suit, is the drainage board 
pay rol. Several weeks ago President Smyth 
issued? an order discharging thirty odd em- 
ployés, two of whom never had been on the 
salary lst. This action the Republican trus- 
tees refused to sanction, holding that the 
president is without right te usurp the power 
of the board to hire and discharge. 

AS @ result there has been no payday for 
employés of the district since July 1. Union 
men, who are required by their organizations 
to desert jobs where their compensation does 
not come regularly every week, have quit. 
But other employés, including the men “ dis- 


charged "’ by the president, have continued at |. 


work. . 
Sides Equa} in Numbers, 

The salary of trustees as well as of em- 
ployés, has been held up, for the entire 
payroll jg covered on a single voucher. In 
the absence of Trustee Paullin, a Republi- 
can, President Smyth and hig allies have 
constituted just half the board. By making 
a deadlock they have held back the men’s 
pay. 

Under the leadership of President Smyth 
the four members of the Democratic faction 
—one of whom was elected as a Republican— 
“stood pat,” refusing to pase the pay roll 
and holding up other business until the elev- 
enmth hour. Then some small business was 
transacted. But the payroll remains un- 
passed and the employés are without money. 

Upon reconvening into a board sesaion an- 
other attempt was made to bring up the pay 
roll under new business. Trustee Clark, who 
had the floor, asserted that all members of 
the finance committee, which is made up of 
the entire board, knew it had been signed by 
the four Republicans. 


Pass Lie; Then Smoke Up, 

“Its a liel” shouted Trustee Sullivan, 
“and you are a liar,” 

“Then aH I have to say is that you're an- 
other liar yourself,” was Clark's response. 
Only the width of the aisle separated the two, 
and for a moment it seemed that they would 
clinch. 

President Smyth nipped the threatened fisti- 
cuffs in the bud, however, calling both trus- 
tees “out of order.’’ The war clouds were 
dissipated and a half hour later Sullivan aad 

Clark were exchanging cigars. 

' “We quarreled al) afternoon; now iets 
emoke up,” said Sullivan. 

Every trustee, including the president, was 
involved in an embroglio with one or more 
of the opposing faction at one time or an- 
other, and half the time all were talking 
or shouting at once. The next setto was be- 
tween Trustee Healy and Trustee Sullivan, 
Mr. Smyth's first lieutenant and adviser. 

Explaining his nonappearance at a meet~- 
ing of the finance committee which was to 
have been held before the opening of the 
board meeting, Sullivan said he needed more 
time to examine the vouchers before approy- 
ing them. 


That’s “Flubdub,” Says Healy 

“Your explenation ie flubdub. It is pre 
posterous,” snapped Healy. “ In my expert- 
ence, Mr. Sullivan never has looked over the 
entire voucher list in the committee en 
finance.” 

Sullivan did not have an opportunity for 
immediate reply, for Trustee Clark, one of 
the Republican members of the board, 
jumped to this feet and began to talk. 

* This is getting to where the public should 
know who are the trustees obstructing the 
work of the sanitary district,” he cried in 
tones calculated to carry above the pounding 
of the gavel in President Smyth’y hand. 
*“*In the Calumet region the lives of a half . 
million people are being jeopardized.” 

Mr. Clark stopped to get his breath, end 
Sullivan got his belated inning. 


Healy Tries to Read Decree.

“It's a falsehood,” answered the oDject of 
the thrust. “I have been fighting for the 
interests of the people.”

LONDON, Aug. 11, 5 a. m.—A body of cav-

situation. 

London is literally threatened with a fam- 
ine. The Woolwich garrison on Saturday 
had to await breakfast until troops escorted 
food from the contractors’ stores 

‘Beveral morning papers appear curtailed, 
owing to the shortage of paper. The genera! 
shortage of provisions is not being sveverely 
felt yet, but unless the troops effect an issuc 
of provisions from the docks and warehouses 
and markets, or unless the strike be settled. 
the pinch will come today, when the retailers 
renew their stocks. — 


Price of Meat Rises Greatly. 

Many West End hotels, clubs, and restau- 
rants were without ice yesterday, having 
run short before noon. The scarcity of meat 
was also felt In many places, even in the 
hospitals. The price of meat has already 
risen greatly. and fruitisscarce. Vast quan- 
tities of produce are accumulating, but can- 
not be unloaded or distributed. 

The number of strikers increased during 
the day. The great railway stations at Pad- 
dington, Marylebone, St. Pancras, and 
King’s Cross are all affected, as well as the 
southern lines. Troops are held in readiness 
to quell any disturbancés. Men are sleeping 
in their clothes at Hounslow, Sperncliff, Coi- 
chester, and Dover. There have been served 
to each man 160 rounds of bal! cartridges. 

East London was pervaded bya strange 
silence throughout the day. Few omnibuses 
were running, and vans and motors were 
almost entirely absent from Tower Hill. 
Petrol could not be obtained to run the mo- 
tors. 


Women Join Walkout. 

Where nominally the rattle of hoofs and 
heavy wagon wheels is to be heard, nothing 
is audible but the vast murmur of the voices 
of the strikers and the shouting of the speak- 
ers. It is so in other districts of London. 
The distribution of commodities js paralyzed. 

Even women operatives in tie South Lon- 
don factories have joined the army of strik- 
ers. Thousands of tin workers, sackmakers, 
and jammakers have walked out. 

The Great Northern, the Great Western, 
the Great Central and the Midland railways 
have made no deliveries. Two hopeful fea- 
turés of the situation are that the coal 
porters’, dispute was settled yesterday after- 
noon, and at 1:30 this morning the disputes 
of the car men were settled. A conference 
of watermen and lightermen that had been 
sitting since 3 o’clock yesterday afternoon 
adjourned at midnight.

. Spoiled Food Menaces Health. 

Thousands of tons of fruit, vegetables, and 
provisions are rotting on the wharves and in 
the railway freight depots. Unless they can 
be moved soon they threaten to endanger the 
general health. Among the larger consign- 
ments which probably will be a dead loss isa 
huge quantity of California fruits aboard the 
steamer Minnehaha. The céntral meat and 
provision markets are ghort of supplies and 
prites have advanced alarmingly. _ 

Yésterday the temper of the strikers was 
ugly and scenes of violence increased. 
Throughout the east end clashes were fre- 
quent wherever attempts were made to move 
a wagon. The men, brushing aside the inade- 
quate police squads, would overturn the 
wagons and scatter their loads in the gutters. 
Police charges were made every few minutes, 
but they were not'strong enough to have much 
effect. .

Lord Morley Gives Warning. 

Viscount Morley's definite announcement 
that enough peers would be created perma- 
nently to swamp the upper house if the gov- 
ernment did not prevail apparently swayed 
a few waverers and decided the issue. 

The debate on the bill was resumed in the 
house of lords early this evening, and Lord 
Morley, the government leader, in opening 
the proceedings, said the king had consented 
to the creation of any number of peers, which 
would prevent the defeat of the bill by any 
possible combination. 

Lord Morley gave warning that the state- 
ments of the “die hard” Unplonists, to the 
effect the government was merely bluffing in 
its actions, were delusions. Every vote given 
against the motion that the house of lords 
should not insist on the Marquis of Lans- 
downe’s amendments was a vote given in 
favor of the large and prompt creation of new 
peers, declared the government leacer. 


Rosebery Admits Defeat. 
Lord Rosebery in addressing the lords ad- 
mitted it was clear the bill must pass; The 
former premier, who spoke for the first time 
since the veto bill was introduced in the 
upper house, denounced the government for 
having gone to “‘a young and inexperiencec 
king, mot yet five months upon the throne, 
to ask for guarantees to pase a bil] that had 
not even passed {ts first reading in the house 
of commons.” 
“Jf the bill passes.”’ he concluded. “ there 
will still be force left in this house to op- 
pose the dangerous measures of the govern- 
ment, and Europe and the empire will be 
epared the sight of a scandal which would 
go far to weaken the hold of the center of 
the empire on its component parts.”’ 


Primate Votes Against Amendments. 
The archbishop of Canterbury announced 
that he had come into the house with the 
expectation that he would be able to abstain 
from voting without doing anything detrh. 
mental to the interests of the country, but 
that the debate had changed his opinion. 
‘I have especially been influenced,” the 
archbishop continued, ** by the callousness, 
I might almost say levity, with which some 
of the noble lords seem to contempilaie:the 
election of 500 peers, which would make 
this house and the country the laughing 
stock of the dominions beyond the seag and 
of foreign countries, the history of whose 
constitutional life and progress has been 8o 
largely modeled on our own. In*these cir- 
cumstances I feel it my duty to give my vote 
against insisting on the amendments.” 


Halsburyites Are Bitter. 
Lord Milner. Lord Curzon of Kedleston, 
the Ear] of Halsbury, and the Ear! of Sel- 
porne all spoke in favor of resisting the com- 
mons. 

The Earl of Camperdown having an- 
nounced he would support the government 
in preference to having the upper house 
swamped with new peers, the Duke of Nor- 
folk declared that if any Unionist peer 
supported the government he would vote 
with the followers of the Earl of Halsbury.

LONDON, Aug. 10.—An examination made 
today .of the corridor of the Carlton hotel, in 
which the body of Jameson Lee Finney. the 
young American actor, was found following 
the fire in the hotel Wednesday night, showed 
that his life was lost through a piece of il) 
luck, or perhaps, an error in judgment to be 
expected in a moment of extreme peril. 

The bathroom in which Mr. Finney was 
bathing when the alarm was given was not 
touched either by fire or water, and even the 
door to the room had not been scorched. Had 
the actor remained there he could have been 
rescued easily by firemen, who ran up a 
ladder to within a few feet of the bathroom 
window. 

After a careful examizuation the manage- 
ment of the Carlton today, estimated the 
loss by the fire and water at between $250.000 
and $300,000. The loss is covered by insur- 
ance, which also includes the belongings of 
guests. .

ROME, Aug. 10.—The condition of Pope 
Pius tonight was better, and for the first 
time eince he was taken ill recently with 
laryngitis, which later became complicated 
by an acute attack of the gout, his holiness 
was consicered as having made a step toward 


recovery. 
Drs. Petacci and Marchiafava visited their 


patient tohight and reported that his temper- 


ature was only slightly above normal, and 
that his condition, ¢onsidering the heat, was 
satisfactory. 

The physicians called Dr. Amici into con- 
sultatéon this afternoon and it was decided to 
puncture the pope's swollen knee. The oper- 
aticn, a slight one, resulted in the extraction 
of a quantity of serum, and afterwards his 
holiness wae relieved from pain. 


Official Paper Optimistic. 

The Oss¢crvatore Romano, the official organ 
of the vatican, tenight publishes the follow- 
ing official communication, which, even if it 
should be.overoptimistic, indicates that a 
turn for the better has taken place. The com- 
munication says: 

Contraty to the exaggerated and fan- 
tastic news published by certain Italian 
and foreign newspapers, we can assure 
you that the condition of the health of his 
holiness has ameliorated and that the at- 
tack of gout in the right kree has dimin- 
ished notably, ana unquestionably is 
yielding to treatment. Notwithstanding 
this, however, especially because of the 
excessive heat, his holiness still will need 
several days of care and treatment. 


Sits in Arm Chair for Awhile. 

Pope Pius sat for a while today in an arm 
chair in his bed chamber. He said he was 
feeling better and insisted that a temporary 
altar be arranged in his room. At it Mgr. 
Bressan, his private secretary, celebrated 
mass, 

The prelate made special prayers to St. 
Lawrence, whose feast day it was. Pope 
Pius particularly venerates St. Lawrence, 
who is supposed to be the pratector against 
great heat. 

After remaining some time in the armctrair 
and feeling a return of the pains in the leg, 
his holiness again sought his bed. 

During the day the spirit of the pontiff, 
which previously seemingly had been de- 
pressed, revived when he saw at his bedside 
the troubled faces of his sisters. Smiling 
up at them, the pope said: 

‘Courage, my sisters. You shall see that 
even this iliness wi!l pass away’.”’ 


Satisfied with Cooler Room. 

His holiness is now satisfied with the 
change to his new bedroom, as the tempera- 
ture averages about a dozen degrees lower 
than that of his old bed chamber. At first 
he opposed being moyed down stairs, and 
when told that the room was too small, pro- 
posed that an intervening wall be pulled 
down and the room enlarged. 

He Seemed to fear the large room on ac- 
count of the cool air there, which he believed 
not to be good for his ailment, which the 
pope has always attributed to rheumatism. 


‘His’ opposition to opening the windows in 


his old room caused the heat, there always 
about 90 degrees, which so badly affected 
him. 

Now the bed of his holiness stands in the 
private library~measuring sp by ©0 feet. 
Mer. Bressan and Mer. Pescini occupy the 
room where Pope Leo XIII died. Dr. Amici 
watches at the bedside of his holiness 
throughout the night. 


Storms Give Relief from Heat. 
Storms in the mountains tonight caused 
the temperature to drop to 80 degrees. which 


gave his holiness zome relief from the heat. 


Only a few times during the night were the 
prescribed medicines administered, Dr. Amici 
aiming chiefly to keep up the strength of the 
patient's heart. 

Hie holiness, however, took some broth 
with the yolk of an egg in it and a smal! 
giass of old red wine. In the early evening 
the patient slept for several hours, awaken- 
ing about midnight. Shortly afterward. he 
again went into a refreshing sleep.

Defends Garfield and Pinchot.

Candidate for Governor Assails

The Lorimer Lincoln league has started a 
round up for spellbinders to stump Illinois.

Head of Zionists to Retire. _- 


BASEL, Switzerland, Aug. 10.—David Wolff- 
sohn, leader of the Zionist movement since the 
death of the founder, Theodore Hertzl, has de- 
cided to retire because of ill health. Prof. Otto 
Warburg of Berlin, a kinsman of Jacob H. 
Schiff, the New York banker, may succeed to 
this office. Herr Wolffsohn presided yesterday 
at the opening of the tenth Zionist conference 
here. 

At today’s session Prof. Warburg described 
the results of the work done in Palestine dur- 
ing twenty years, without political or diplo- 
matic influence, for the benefit of not only the 
Jewish element but of the whole population. 

A bank has been established at Jaffa, and 
farms and olive and orange plantations oulti- 
vated, and an agricultural experiment station 
founded at Haifa. This is subsidized by an 
American philanthropist, the building having 
been donated by Lord Mayor Moser of Bradford. 
A Hebrew technical school is now being built 
at Haifa as well as a national library, a mu- 
seum and a bacteriological and hygienic re- 
search bureau. 

Prof. Warburg sald that these works are nec- 
essary not only for the Jews, but for all the 
people in the country, who number 600,000. Of 
these 100,000 are Jews, all engaged in agricul- 
ture or in the manufacture of oll, soap, and ce- 
ment. The/’speaker said the Turkish govern- 
ment woul@ soon officially recognize these 


people. 


Ask U.S. to Punish Russia. 


Atlanta, Ga., Aug. 10—The senate resolu- 
tion calling on the congress of the United 
States to abrogate the treaty of 1839 with 
Russia, because of alleged discrimination 
against American citizens of the Jewish race 
was passed in the house of the Georgia legis- 
lature today. Representatives of Georgia in 
congress are urged to vote for the joint reso- 
lution introduced in that body by Representa- 
tives Goldfogle, Sulzer, and Harrison, having 
for its object the abrogation of the treaty.

Priests Fight Liquor Evil. 


Scranton, Pa, Aug. 10.—Officers of the 

Priests’ Total Abstinence league were elected 
here today at a meeting held in connection with 
the forty-first annual convention of the Catho- 
lic Total Abstinence Union of America. The of- 
ficers are: Honorary president, Archbishop Ed- 
mund F. Prendergast, Philadelphia; president, 
the Rev. fr.

M. A. Lambing, 
Scottdale, Pa.; secretary, the Rev. Fr. George 
V. Leahey, 8st. John’s university, Brighton, 
Mass.; treasurer, the Rev. Fr. W. J. McNamee, 
Chicago. : 
_ Between 5,000 and 6,000 men and Dboys, -two- 
thirds of them uniformed, marched in a street 
parade this afternoon. It was the' biggest tem- 
perance demonstration ever given in this part 
of the state. Archbishop Diomede Falconio, 
papal delegate, reviewed the marchers from the 
steps of the episcopal residence. 

At a business session the Bev. Fr. M. J. Mc- 
Kenna of Springfield, Mass., and:the Rev. Fr. J. 
F. Cassidy of Fall River clashed on the saloon 
question. Father McKenna said the “ possibil- 
ity of abolishing the saloons was sentimental 
rot,” and declared the rich to be “the real 
drunkards.” The only effect of the abolishing 
of the saloon, he said, would be to deprive the 
working man of his glass of beer, while the 
rich would still drink in their homes.

Father Cassidy deplored the wtterance of 
such sentiments on the convention floor, he 
said, and he asked the delegates to work for 
legislation that would wipe out the saloon. 

Father Cassidy came out for woman suffrage, 
declaring, “When the women vote the saloon 
will go.” 

Officers of the National Union will be elected 
tomorrow morning. The resolutions committee 
has prepared a resolution leaving the prohibi- 
tion and local option questions open to the 
various subordinate unions for solution tn the 
home cities. 

Archbishop Faloonio, Bishop M. J. Hoban of 
this city, and Bishop J. F. Regis Canevin of 
Pittsburgh addressed the convention today, and 
indorsed thé movement. The papal delegate 
blessed the convention,

Rice Dumpling.—Boll a small cup of rice in 
a oup of water until tender. Line an dirthen 
pudding dish which has been greased, with the 
rice, bringing it up around the sides. Pare and 
slice four apples and fill in the crust thus made, 
sprinkling a little sugar over them. Cover top 
of dish with rice. A little clnnamon or nutmeg 
can be sprinkled on top. Cover dish and bake 
in moderate oven until apples are done. Can 
be served warm or cold with a little sugar and 
cream.—Mrs. R. F. Henry, 4467 Elston avenue. 

Ground Rice Mold.—Two ounces of ground 
rice, one pint of milk, two ounces of white 
sugar, flavor to suit taste. Put the milk in 
sauce pan with sugar and flavoring.

Teach Mothers. 


How Chicago “saves the babies” is to be 
shown in the moving picture shows. The 
work of the summer nurses and the health de- 
partment has been recorded in motion pictures, 
They will be exhibited in Chicago's 5 cent 
theaters beginning Aug. 3%. Health depart- 
ment officials saw a preliminary exhibition 
and approved the film yesterday. 

“Summer Babies” is the name of the series. 
The pictures show a day’s work of the health 
department's field nurses. The pictures begin 
with views of the nurses leaving the city hall 
in the morning. 

They are followed through the congested 
sections of the city, where they care for sick 
babies and order changes for the betterment 
of living conditions. The pictures show the 
nurses caring for babies in the baby tent on 
the roof of the Mary Crane nursery. 

Babies, poor and wasted from hot weather 
ar are shown living in the midst of in- 
san conditions in Cnicago’s congested for- 
— sett! ts, A father and a mother 
holding her baby are shown sitting on the 
back porch of their home in the Ghetto. The 
father is drinking beer from a pail. He ds 
the pall to his wife and she starté to ide tan 
baby a drink. As she touches the pafl to her 
child’s lips: she feels a firm hand leid on her 
shoulder. She looks up. There stands one‘ of 
the city’s visiting nurses. —

Asks Farmers 
to Do Better. 


Dixon, Yi, Aug. 10,—“‘The state of Illinois 
ls producing less than one-half it should with 
no more work and no better climate,” was the 
startling statement made to an audience of 
5,000 farmers gathered to hear Dr. Cyril G. 
Hopkins of the State university, who was the 
speaker on farmers’ day at the local chau- 
tauqua, 

“We do not need more hard labor on the 
farms of the state; we need an increased 
scientific knowledge of how to farm,” Dr. Hop- 
kins continued. “ We cannot look to the man 
who rises with the sun and follows the plow 
all day for this improvement in the standard. 
We must look to the banker, the merchant, 
the doctor, and the lawyer to teach this 
science of the farm to the plowman as they 
transact theif business with them. 

“ The responsibility of the future lies largely 
in the teaching in the home and the school. 
Agriculture is the basis of all prosperity in 
America and fertility of the sofl is the basis 
of agriculture, Not until two from four leaves 
four will the time come when you can take 
crops from the land year after year without 
putting something back. Had the scientific 
methods of today been applied fifty years ago 
to the wornout lands of the east they would 
be worth $500 an acre today in place of $15,

“CONDIGN PUNISHMENT.” 

Solicitor MeCabe’s explanation of why 
he: edited a court judgment in reporting it 
officially to the public is luminous if not 
quite satisfying from the point of view of 
a stickler for official accuracy. Mr. McCabe 
seems to be an ardent champion of the 
great cause of benzoate of soda and when a 
court judgment classified as “ deleterious 
substances” “ cocaine, benzoic acid, and 
eoal tar dyes,” Mr. McCabe neatly sub- 
stituted “ caffeine” for “ benzoic acid” in 
apnoupeing the judgment. Mr. McCabe 
now explains before the Moss committee 
that he made the change to make the judg- 
ment conform to the original citation by 
the department of agriculture, for which 
we assume he was responsible. 

Does this sort of zeal meet approval in 
the department of agriculture, or does it 
merit “ condign punishment ”? 

At the beginning of the latest attack upon 


Dr. Wiley it was suggested that his op- 


ponents and the nature of their opposition 
be thoroughly scrutinized. This scrutiny 
already has indicated the need for a house 
cleaning in the department. Such a house 
cleaning will not sweep out Dr. Wiley. 


FANCIFUL AND FEEBLE OBJECTIONS. 

It is right that senators should consider 
carefully any treaty submitted for ratifica- 
tion. They are too much given, however, 
te captious criticism. They have a passion 
for amending treaties—and marring them— 
to create the impression that they are more 
vigilant and intelligent guardians of the 
interests of the country than the executive 
department. 6o it is not surprising, though 
it is unpleasant, to find senators objecting 
to the arbitration treaties and suggesting 
their emasculation. 

Some senators wish to cut out the pro- 
vision for a joint high commission of in- 
quiry. It might, they say, decide—though 
half its members would be American-- 
a difference which might involve a possible 
Violation of the Monroe doctrine. That 
American policy is not a subject for arbi- 
tration, aud the Ame members of the 
commission so hold, The senatorial fear is

ests shall be arbitrated. No American 
should find fault with the imperial recogni- 
tion of the rights and practical independence 
of the three great democratic colonies, 
Canada, Austra'ia, and South Africa. 


believe that the senate, by ratifying these 
treaties, would be guilty of a partial sur- 
render of its prerogatives. The treaties 
read that when any matter /s submitted to 
arbitration the special agreement specifying 
the questions at issue and the scope of the 
powers of the arbitrators must be made “ by 
and with the advice and consent of the sen- 
ate.” It would stil] have the whip hand. 
iif the treaties were to be mangled to suit 
senators they would be no improvement on 
the imperfect treaties of 1908. But the peo- 
ple demand an advance. They are for the 
pending treaties because they are a greas 
step forward. They have no patience with 
the feigned fears of the hypercritical and 
hypocritical criticism of opposing senators. 


THE ANNEXATION BUGABOO, 

Sir William MacKenzie, president of the 
Canadian Northern railway, reports that 
in Canada “the idea of annexation has be- 
come so strongly attached to the (reciproci- 
ty) treaty proposal that its defeat is highly 
probable.” ' ’ “ere. ’ 

That the Conservative party is doing Its 
best to befog the reciprocity issue with a 
trumped up issue of loyalty to Canada and 
the British empire seems, unfortunately, 
true. This shows that Mr. Borden and his 
fellow leaders are afraid to go to the coun- 
try on a fair and square fight for reciprocal 
trade ‘relations and are relying on a chau- 
vinistic reaction. 

But Americans on this side of the line 
will be loath to believe the Canadian people 
can be Jed astray by such bungombe, and it 
is a great pity that when the relations of the 
United States and the mother country are 
growing closer on a basis of a mutual re- 
spect and real amity quite consistent with 
each nation’s independence, a party in Can- 
ada is fomenting foolish jealousy and illog!- 
cal fears. Popes 

Far from being a step toward anpexa- 
tion, freer trade intercourse between Can- 
ada and the United States should relieve 
any economic pressure which may have 
existed for consolidation. If the Canadians 
will consult their own history they will 
recall that the strong annexation sentiment 
in Canada prior to the Elgin reciprocity 
treaty of 1854 disappeared promptly upon 
the enactment of that treaty into law. It 
is true Canada had not then developed her 
present great trade with Great Britain, but 
while this trade now naturally lessens the 
pressure for better relations with us, the 
principle remains operative and applicable 
to the present situation. 

There is no sentiment for annexation in 
the United States, and the Conservative 
chauvinist outcry is. nothing but a cam- 
paign bugaboo which, it is to be hoped, the 
Canadian people are level headed and 
broad minded enough to repudiate at the 
polls, 

Canada and the United States both will 
profit by a freer exchange of commodities. 
Politica] union is another story, and neither 
country wants it, 

MADERO. 

Francisco I. Madero is even a larger 
figure of interest now than when he was 
a rebel in the field against the Diaz gov- 
ernment. The political turmoil of an uo 
easy peace is as dangerous as the revo- 
iution he conducted; but, unless the sig- 
nificance of his acts be misinterpreted, 
Mexico has in him a patient, frank, able, 
and patriotic citizen, a real leader in an 
hour of need. 

Madero’s position under the provisional 
government of President de la Barra 
might have been intolerable. He has 
been obliged to support an administra- 
tion for the establishment of which he 
was responsible and which is opposed vio- 
lently by elements supporting him, while 
he prepares for the creation of another 
government with the sanction, of the peo- 
ple. 

De la Barra, another calm and well 
poised figure in a time of excitement, in- 
yolyed Madero seriously when he brought 
ap uncomfortable condition to an end by 
requesting the resignation of Emilio Vaz- 
quez Gomez, minister of gobernacion, De 

la Barra and Gomez, protesting high per- 

| gonal regard for each ‘other, were irrece 
oncilable politically, and Madero had to 
see the cabinet he had selected broken by 
the dismissal] of one of its members. 

Friends of Gomez and gupporters of 
Madero summoned the latter to an ex- 
planation. He told them he could no 
more listen to threats in that connection 
than he could when at Ciudad Juarez his 
life was threatened by Orozco and Villa 
because of cabinet appointments. Then 
he told the soldiers they might kill him if 
they would,-but they could not force hu- 
miliation on him with threats from the 
army. He rebuked them vehemently. 

An inquirer among the friends of Go- 
mez who were demanding explanations 
asked Madero how he reconciled his prin- 

ciples of political freedom with his severe 
treatment of Orozco and Villa on that 
occasion. He replied that they had come 
as soldiers with threats and not as -citl- 

“gens with demands. If his friends and 
supporters now could not see that De la 
Barra must be upheld against Gomez, so 
much the worse for his friends. 

Again, his alliance with Gen, Bernardo 
Reyes was challenged, but the popular 
military hero solyed that difficulty by an- 
nouncing his own candidacy for the presi- 
dency against Madero. The two candi- 
dates met at Tehuacan, where Reyes sub- 
mitted his proposal to become a candi- 
date, and was welcomed by Madero, both 
pledging their efforts to permit a free and 
honest casting of the vote. | 

Madero wrote to De la Barra, relating 
the substance of their conversation. “I 
told Gen. Reyes,” he said, “I thought ve 
should give to the world an example of a 
purely democratic campaign, and that for 
my part I would do all in my power to 
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have the political rights of his adherents. 
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Then there are senators who profess te | 


At the same time I pointed” 
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out how serious a matter it would be | 
should arms be resorted to in settlement 
of the question. Gen. Reyes told me that 
his past record as a soldier would remove 
that suspicion from him, but that never- 
theless he would give me his word of 
honor that he would never use such 
measures.” 

Reyes, in an announcement, added that 
he would have continued as a supporter 
of Madero and would not have become 
his rival tf the Maderists would have 
permitted him. 

What there ie of guile and stratagem 
in the relations of Mexico’s interesting 
men to each other now, with the elec 
tions coming in October, may only be 
guessed at, but Madero, at least from «a 
distance, shows himself as a generous 
and capable statesman, a patriotic citt- 
zen, and a genuine leader, 


, THE CROP LOSSES. 

It may turn out at-the end of the season 
when the final count is made that the crops 
were not quite so seriously hurt by the 
drought and heat of July as the latest gov- 
ernment report would indicate. But even 
if that were to happen, it is clear that this 
year’s harvests, of which so much was ex- 
pected in June, will be.a disappointment to 
producers and consumers and to railroads 
which depend on the transportation of cere- 
als for no inconsiderable portion of thelr 
earnings. The effect of the crop report on 
the stock market was what might have been 
expected. 

While the total production probably will 
be exceeded by.that of only five years in the 
country’s history, there are more domestic 
consumers to be fed than ever before, 
There will be less grain available for export. 
If we are to have at the close of this fiscal 
year a trade balance as favorable as that of 
last year there will have to be a decrease ia 
imports or the American manufacturers 
must enlarge the volume of their foreign 
trade. 

Pork is a sequence of corn. When corn 
is abundant pork is cheap. The great short- 
age in the corn crop means that it will cost 
more to feed hogs. Packers will have to 
pay, more for them, and consumers will be 
asked to pay more for pork and other meats, 
The cost of living, already high, may goa 
point or two higher. Greater economy and 
increased skill in household management 
will be needed as an offset. 

The crop shortage has a manifest bearing 
on the question of Canadian reciprocity. It 
should make the Canadians more eager to 
ratify it and to secure the untaxed admis- 
sion to the American market of surplus agri- 
cultural products, for which there will be 
a good demand here. Potatoes form an {m- 
portant part of the American dietary. 
There is a short crop this year. If the Ca- 
nadian crop should be a good one the re- 
moval of the duty of 25 cents a bushel would 
give some relief to the American house- 
wife. 

If there were to be huge crops this year 
reciprocity would have no perceptible effect 
on the cost of living. With short crops 
reciprocity would do something to check 
an advance in the cost of some foodstuffs. 


MR. EONIG EXPLAINS. 

Representative George Konig of Mary- 
land, who recently recorded of himself in 
the official autobiographies of congress that 
he “is married and lives with his wife,” 
now explains that he mentioned the matter 
in good faith as a noteworthy fact and as 
one not s0 common as to be divested of in- 
terest for the accurate biographer. 

“TI have found since entering public life,” 
said Mr. Konig to the Baltimore Sun, “ that 
there are many men who are married and 
who do not live with their wives. I have 
found some such among the representatives 
in Washington. Not only through a de- 
sire to emphasize my position to the nation 
in no uncertain terms, but also to truly rep- 
resent the people of the city of Baltimore, 
I stated that, in addition to being married, 
I live with my wife.” 

Thus does Mr. Konigshow that he was no 
innocent wielder of the autobiographical 
pen, but a shrewd, designing fellow, seeking 
to establish a claim to distinction and at the 
same time to flash a light over the domestic- 
ity of other persons,

HE relations between Great Britain and 
Belgium, which since the accession of 
King Albert have been on the mend, 
cannot fail to receive a severe set- 
back by the election of Sipide 
(gullty of the only attempt ever made on the 
life of Edward VII.) to the office of alderman 


of the city of Brussels. As such he will be 


called upon to assist the mayor, or burgo- 
master, in welcoming foreign rulers to the 
Belgian capital. It may even fall to his lot 
to replace the mayor in the event of the lat- 
ter’s absence, and were George V. to go to 
Brussels he would run the risk of having the 
municipal welcome to the Belgian metropolis 
extended to him by the man who shot at his 
father and mother. | 

The attempt on their lives took place on 
April 4, 1900. King Edward, then Prince of 
Wales, and his consort were on thelr way 
from Calais to Copenhagen, and while their 
special train wae halting for about thirty 
minutes at Brussels to admit of the change 
of locomotives and the dispatch and receipt 
of telegrams through the Hnglish legation 
Sipido, then 17 years of age, approached the 
car and fired two revolver bullets at the spot 
where the British heir apparent was seated 
at the window. One bullet missed the prince’s 
head by about half an inch, as shown by the 
hole in the window, while the second went 
wide of the mark. 

Sipido was arrested and the police had no 
difficulty in ascertaining that he had three 
anarchist accomplices, who bed instigated 
him to make the attempt on the life of the 
then Prince and Princess of Wales, pointing 
out to him the fear of the anarchist cause 
that he would inspire, the worldwide notoriety 
which he would win by the attempt, and the 
necessity of doing something to help the 
Boers, who were then fighting for their inde- 
pendence in South Africa. 


~~ 

Of course, the attempted assassination 
would not have taken place had it not been 
for the fact that despite the warnings of 
the English legation at Brussels no meas- 
ures had been taken by the Belgian authori- 
ties to assure the protection of the Prince 
and Princess of Wales during their brief stay 
at Brussels by preventing the public, and 
especially people known to be affiliated with 
the anarchist cause, such as Sipido, to ap- 
proach the royal railroad car, 

To the indignation of the English people, 
which was shared also on this side of the At- 
lantic, and in many parts of the continent 
of Europe, Sipido was acquitted, largely 
owing to the indifference manifested by the 
Belgian government prosecutors, which en- 
couraged the jury to decide in his favor, 
his three anarchist accomplices also escap- 
ing all punishment. 

Instead of retrying him the Belgian author- 
ties, deaf to England's strongly worded dip- 
limatic protests against ‘‘the grave and 
unfortunate miscarriage of justice,’’ set him 
at liberty, of which he made use first of all to 
make his way to Switzerland and thence to 
France. 

In the French capital he became at once 
identified with the worst anarchist element, 
and having had his head completely turned 
by the notoriety derived from his attempt 
to assassinate the Prince and Princess of 
Wales, made up his mind to seek fresh laurels 
by an attempt on the life of some other royal 
personage. Hé made no secret of the fact 
that he had resolved to make the late King 
Leopold the next object of his regicidal at- 
tentions, and when arrested at the instance 
of the Belgian government by the French 
police on a warrant of extradition he was 
in the act of leaving Paris for Brussels, 
armed with a*particularly wicked looking 
ponierd and loaded revolver. 

—~o- 

The Belgian government instead of plac- 
ing him on trial committed him to an 
asylum for the insane, where he remained 
until the age of 20, when he was incorpo- 
rated in the army without any protest by 
the men or the officers of his regiment. On 
completing hig term of service he went into 
business as a dealer in butter, tea, ete., 
and starting as a salesman did s0 well that 
he was able to marry a girl with some money 
and to establish a busimess of the same kind, 
of his own. He is now 28 years of age, pros- 
perous, and needless to add, has been able 


te command the suffrages of all the anarch- 


ist, socialist, and labor element in the district 
of Brussels In which he resides. 

Of course, King Albert’s government can- 
not be held responsible for his election. But 
in view of the fact that the independence of 
Belgium is guaranteed by Great Britain, 
which on two occasions has threatened war 
if her neutrality were disregarded, and which 
last year virtually compelled the Dutch gov- 
ernment to abandon the fortification of the 
Dutch mouth of the Belgian river Scheldt— 
Holland acting in the matter at the instiga- 
tion of Germany—the Belgians may be said 
to be flying in the face of Providence by af- 
fronting their best friend among all the 
foreign powers. Edward VII. was so af- 
fronted by the acquittal of Sipido that he 
never visited Brussels agein as long as he 
lived.

She has 
three children, the Prince of the Asturias, 
now in his fifth year; the Infant James, who 
has just turned 8, and the Infanta Beatrix, 
aged 2.

IN BANK MERGER 


G. M. Reynolds Says Slight 


Change Will Meet Attor- : 


ney General’s Objection. 


SAVINGS BANK AT ISSUE. 


Continental and Commercial-Hi- 
bernian Union May Avoid 
“Beneficial Interest.”’ 


After talking with the secretary of the 
treasury and giving the matter further con- 
sideration, George M. Reynolds, president of 
the Continental and Commercial National 
bank, said yesterday upon his return from 
Washington: 

“The attorney general finds objection to 
the stock of one bank being carried as bene- 
ficial] interest on the stock certificate of 
another. We can, with but little inconven- 
fence, arrange the Continental Trust and 
Savings bank and the Hibernian association 
to comply with such an opinion should the 
wecretary of the treasury order it. The 
exact details we have not worked put, but it 
would-be easy to remove the statement of 
beneficial interest from the back of the 
vertificates of-the Continental and Commer- 
cial National and issue stock of the other two 
institutions through a trustee. In any 
event, the business of the three banks, as a 
unified one, will not be Interfered with. All 
the banking functions exercised and privi- 
feges afforded will be carried on in the 
future. 


Believe Law Ys Obeyed. 

‘We organized ovr trust company with 
the approval of the secretary of the treas- 
ury, the solicitor general, the controller of 
the currency, and the attorney general of 
Lilinois. We believed we were organizing 
in full compliance with the laws of the Unit- ) 
ed States and the state of Ilinots. 

‘* In all other respects than that the stock of the 
national bank carries with it a beneficial interest 
in the trust comipany, the Chicago tryst companies 
affiliated with national banks are entirely different 
from the National City company of New York. 
The charter of the latter provides that it may do 
uverything but accept deposits. Should deposits | 
be accepted the National City company would be 
subject to examination by the state authorities. 
As chartered, however, the situation is a private 
one.** 

Mr. Reynolds found New York banking inter- 
ests considerably disturbed over the situation cre- 
ated by the National City company, and also 
the centinued investigations of corporations. It 
was admitted, too, that business is slow. 

As to What the National City bafik will do, In- 
formation from New York is to the effect that it 
will probably abandon its National City Company.

FEDERAL CROP REPORT ERRS, 
SAYS WEALTHY IOWA FARMER. 
Thinks Estimates Were Made Before 


Recent Rains—Predicts Big Corn 
Yield and Better Prices. 


William Galloway, wealthy manufacturer 
and farmer of Waterloo, Ia., came to Chi- 
cago yesterday. He was optimistic regard- 
ing the crop prospects despite the discourag- 
ing government report published yesterday. 

Mr. Galloway read the report on his way 
to Chicago yesterday morning. Then he 
looked out of the car window at the fields of 
waving corn in Illinois, which showed no 
signs of blight. He decided it wag all a mis- 
take. 

Recent Rains Help Crops, 

“TI am certain we will have good crops,” 
he said last night. “ Three weeks ago things 
looked bad. The lack of rain and the intense 
heat hurt the crops, but since that time rains 
have worked wonders. It is my opinion that 
the government report was based on reports 
made before the recent rains and for that 
reason shows a big decline in condition$.”’ 

Mr. Galloway is the head of the William 
Galloway company, manufacturers of farm 
machinery. His business brings him in di- 
rect touch with the farmers of the country 
and he owns several thousand acres of farm 
land. 

“ The grain crop in central Iowa was extra 
good,”’ said Mr. Galloway. ‘“ The corn crop 
will be enormous. The recent rains’ in the 
Dakotas, Nebraska, and Minnesota have also 
assured a good average corn crop in those 
states. I believe the farmers in Iowa will 
make more money this year than they have 
for some time because prices are good, the. 
crops are good, and the grain is of high qual- 
ity.” : 
More Government Reports. 

Washington, D. C., <Aug. 10.—Cotton, 
lemons, apples, oranges, and rice were the 
only crops in the United States which on Aug. 
1 showed a growing condition above the 
average of recent years. Al) other crops fell 
below the average condition, while the com- 
bined condition of all crops was 14.6 per cent 
below average, according to the announce- 
ment of the department of agriculture today. 

On July 1 conditions were 10.7 per cent 
below the average and on June 1 they were 
2.8 per cent below. The severe drought over 
a wide area of the country was the principal 
cause of the unusually low crop conditions, 
the report states.

there Was a big rush of buying, which caused 
an opening bulge. The first advance found 
many resting orders to sell, and the mar- 
ket began to ease off at once, increasing 
the general belief that the big holders have 
been systematically feeding the market 
with long wheat for some time. The news 
has been bullish enough recently to cause 
@ much greater upturn, but on all the ad- 
vances the same kind of selling has been 
encountered. 


Export Sales Are 700,000 Bushels, 
Europe was reported to have taken about 
T00,000 bu wheat, mostly No. 2 red winter, 
from this side, but, as the grain was sold on 
such a low basis, it did not create much 
enthusiasm from a buyers’ standpoint. 
Weather conditions in the Canadian north- 
west were a little more favorable, and, 
while the crop is admittedly late, actual 
damage so far is not great enough to cause 
much apprehension. The crowd wag in a 
bullish frame of mind to start the day with, 
encouraged by the low condition figures on 
spring wheat, but bulls were a discouraged 
lot at the close. :

Russian News Unfavorable.

First I came upon the Bleriot, the best 
known monoplane and made as only the for- 
eigners can make things. Beside them the 
workmanship on our home products looks 
crude, and as Tom Sopwith said yesterday 
in regard to his mount, it is a machine that 
was designed first and made afterwards. 

The monoplane has iess head resistance 
than a biplane and hence is much faster, but 


it is structurally not so strong and is much - 


more tricky. In flying, too, a man canne* 
see under him nor just where he is going to 
land, so he must point her nose down to pick 
a dlace or else take his chances. 


Admirable as Landing Device. 


The landing gear of the Bleriot-kas consid- 
erable head resistance and hence aolds down 
the speed, though it is certainly admirable 
ae a landing device and has not been changed 
materially from the first models. 

The wing curve of the racing types is very 
shallow in camber. The chief recommenda- 
tion for the Bleriot, outside of these points, 
is that it is fitted with a Gnome motor. 

In the shed with Ovington is a Curtiss, but 
the machine to be most feared frqm this man- 
ufacturer is the special racer bullt for “ Jim- 
mie’ Ward, with flattened surfaces and 
much lessened head reststance. 
rises to the occasior--be is to fly for his 
license this morning if ai) is weil—he rill be 
a man to reckon with. 

The Baldwin fliers will have the advantage 
over the Curtiss type in their lessened resist- 
ance by means of the use of thin stee! tubing 
for the framework. While this adds 100 
pounds to the weight, it cuts down the re- 
sistance nearly one-third. There will be some 
pretty work between “ Bud" Mars with this 
machine and Ely on a Curtiss, there being 
a great and friendly rivalry between these 
‘side partners.”

There is so much of wonderful 
work to the credit’of this machine, whose 
greates; pilot is Vedrine of France, that one 
can only guess what it will do here.

Wrights Have Eight Machines. 

There are eight of them, which should help 
pome; and they are all types from Mr. Rogers’ 
big two man machine with some new eye 
opening features to it, tothe sturdy and small 
roadster models, and the tiny, most powerful 
flier of the bunch of Dayton biplanes, and 
speediest as well—the Baby Wright. What 
these can do and wil do is only a matter 
of conjecture, but if all goes we)ll—look out 
forthem. No machine made has the strength 
of-control of the Wright, and no machine 


‘ean negotiate so heavy and strong a wind so 


far as I know. On calm days they may not 
shine so much, but in a wind it will be pretty 
much Wright, or something new ‘has devel- 


oped on other machines which we know 
nothing of. 

One disturbing feature so far as trying to 
pick out winners is concerned is the presence 
of so many dark horses—or, should I say 
crows—or is that just the term, after all. 

There are s0 many known as new filers who 
have been doing things in secret and have 
kept still that we wonder as to just what 
surprise they are going to spring. Sopwith 
has flawn but ten minutes on either machine 
he has here, and is therefore an unknown 
quantity. Ward is just getting his brevet, 
but you never can tel; these “ young up-

| FORECAST FOR AVIATION MEET. 


The weather for the opening dars of 
the aviation meet (from Saturday to 
Monday) promises to be generally fair, 
with pleasant temperature and moderate 
northeast winds. The highest tempera- 
ture during this period will probably not 
much exceed 80 degrees, while the wind 
velocity will range from ten to fifteen 
miles per hour from the northeast. With 
the passing away of the unsettled condil- 
tions which prevailed in the city on Fri- 
day, it is not likely that another disturb- 
ance that may possibly affect this region 
will develop for several days.

Thirty-five Ncenged pilots of the air await 
the opening pf Chicago's internatiana’ avia- 
tion meet. 

The flags of the United States, Great Brit- 
ain, Canada, France, Ireland, and Poland 
wave over Grant park, and beneath them, as 
the first salute of ten guns is fired at 3 
o'clock this afternoon, the Gna! touches-will 
be given to the motors and wings of two score 
of aeroplanes.

Thousands Watch “Jimmie” Ward,

Out over the lake 
he flew, swung back as he neared Randolph 
street, turned diagonally around the flagpole, 
veered with the wind across the Illinois Cen- 
tral track, and back over his starting point 
to begin his second “ eight.’’ 
His “bdanking,” as he turned the curves, 
was declared excellent. He caught ‘every 
dip of a wing with a quick twist of his ailerons 
and sailed on and on, around the “ eight ” 
pattern not five but six times. When he 
alighted he said he wasn't sure whether it 
was five or six, but it made little difference. 


Starts on Second Trip. 
The recording barometer, known tech- 
mically as a barograph, showed that he had 
reached a height of 325 feet. A tape line 
showed that he landed 27 feet, 2 inches from 
his stopping point. He had been in the air 
12% minutes. Well within the requirements, 
he said he would start on his second flicht 
in five minutes. 
His gasoline was replenished, and he again 
began his tortuous course. This time he 
made the circuit seven times, taking a sixth 
as an opportunity to startle the crowd with 
ewift dips and fast ascents.

The two biggest 
prizes of the meet will be awarded for two 
of them. These go to the man who first car- 
ries two passengers for one hour of sustained 
flight and to the man who first carries one pas- 
senger for two hours of sustained flight, every 
passenger weighing at least 125 pounds. In 
each instance the prize is $8,000. Tht at- 
tempts may be made any time during the offi- 


it is to be the greatest air meet ever held. 
Foreign make will compete against American 
make and for the first time all the forces of 
the great American makers will be assem- 
bled together, one against the othar, to deter- 
mine proof of which excels. ‘ 

* Practically every American fiyer of note 
is here today,” said G. F. Campbell Wood, 
secretary of the Aero Club of America, “‘ and 
the flying seen here should be the best ever 
seen at any meet, either here or abroad. 
All of these men have performed brilliantly: 
at different times, but no one has heretofore 
guccteded in bringing them together. The 
competition will undoubtedly be the keenest 
yet seen in America, and should unquestion- 
ably lead to new records ip almost every 
kind of aerial event.”’ 

That Chicago deserves the honor now in 
its possession is the unanimous verdict of 
the participants. The aviators and their 
managers unite-in approval of the arrange- 
ments that have been made, the course laid 
out, the program planned. and the rewards 
offered. im . 

Largest Sum Ever Offered. 

Cash prizes, aggregating $80,000, the largest 
sum ever “hung up” for an aviation meet, 
not only have been promised but the actual 
money has been deposited in one of the big 
banks. In addition, nearly $150,000 worth of 
“abilities have been incurred. Stands witha 
seating capacity of 70,000 have been built, 
and the aerodrome equipped as an aviation 
field never was before. And it’s all in Chica- 
go's “ front yard,”’ while on similar previous 
occasions the spectator has had to go to the 
country: Here the entire city. and hun- 
dreds of thousands of visitors wil) see the 
flights. 

Chicagoans of prominence undertook to 
bring this about because of their Chicago 
spirit. The meet is not for profit. If any-. 
thing is left it wil] go to charity. If nothing 
is left but debts the supporters of the plan 
will pay them and say nothing. Free seats 
to the number of nearly 30,000 have been 
provided, and about the aerodrome are great 
open spaces. 

The international aviation meet is a genu- 
iné competition, not merely an exhibition of 

. fying. It will embrace races and contests 
every day—actual races between the best 
of fiying machines—contests in accuracy in 
flying over prescribed courses, in quick stop- 
ping and starting, in duration of flight, in 
alighting, maneuvering, in passenger car- 
rying, and in such warlike developments as 
sending wireless messages end dropping 
bombs. 


- Program Covers All Varieties. 

The program was framed to give every 
known kind of fiying machine, whether built 
for endurance, for stability, for lifting power, 
or for ease of control, an equal chance at 
prizes. It was framed to bring out the lat- 
est developments in aeroplane designing and 
construction, and to demonstrate everything 
@ machine can do. on land or sea w peace 
or war. 3 

The nine days selected for the races and 
contests are deciared the best. in the cal- 
endar for such a purpose. The weather bu- 
reau advised that the period will be prac- 
tically free from rain or wind.

fall. The prizes for “ duration " and passen- 
ger carrying also, it is said, offer more as- 
surance of compensation than the special 
contest events. 


$20,000 for Duration. 
This is declared especially true of the “‘ dur- 
ation’’ feature. In short, $20,000 will be 
divided among the aviators who are in the 
air the longest during the nine days. Their 
time in the air, whether in,a@ special event 
or simply trying for sustained flight to help 
their general record, will be creditéd to them 
and prizes will be awarded those making the 
best showing. 
The awards will be in two classes; $10,000 
will be divided among those making the 
best records for the entire nine days and 
$10,000 will be divided among those making 
the best daily records, $1,100 being set aside 
for each day for this purpose. In the daily 
contest the prizes will be $600, $250, $140, $120, 
and $101. In the “ total duration ” the first 
prize will be $5,000, the second $2,000, the 
third $1,000, and those from fourth to ninth 
‘will range from $500 to $200. 
As an additional assurance that a com- 
petitor will be compensated for his time a 
minimum of $2 a minute for the time he is 
in the air is given every emtrant. If the 
total of his prizes falls below that mark the 
difference will be made up by the committee. 
The flights will be timed from the moment 4 
machine leavee the ground until it returns, 
provided none of the flight extends beyond 
the official hours, when the difference will 
he ‘deducted. In cases of tie the awards will 


be split. 


Speed Events Every Day. 
In the contrasting form of contest—that of 
speed—there will be events every day. On 
five days there will be speed events for mono- 
planes, on five days speed events for bi- 
planes, and on two deys “open” speed 
events for all forms of machines. In the 
single type events there will be $1,000 in 
prizes each day, divided into $300 for first, 
$300 for second, and $200 for third place In 
the “ open’ events these prizes will be dou- 
bled, making $2,000 a day. 
The speed events will be run by heats, 
three planes now being considered all that 
can be handled at one time around the 
pylons. The distance now Is placed at twenty 
miles to the heat, but a number of contest- 
ants have urged that the wear upon their 
motors in two or three heats of this length 
would diminish their net earnings almost to 
the vahishing point. They have persuaded 
the contest committee to take under consid- 
eration the question of making the heats five 
or ten miles in length. 
At the hour given by the committee for 
a heat the machines will be placed on the 
starting line. Contestants will be despatched 
one after the other, the winner being the 
one to make the disetence ip the shortest 
time. 3 
At a given signal one minute before the 
starting time of the event, the engine of 
the first aeroplane will be set in motion. 
One minute later, at a second signal, the 
first aeroplane will start and the engine of 
the second aeroplane will be set in motion. 
The same procedure will be followed with 
the third and later machines. Thus one min- 
ute will be given for each aviator to get his 
engine running before his starting time is 
taken. If any contestant fails to start within 
forty-five seconds of his starting time he 
will »* compelled to drop back and start 
last. 
In the speed events open to all types of fliers 
the entrants will be handicapped according 
to their showings in their individual classes. 
The climbing prizes are slightly higher than 
those for speed and are four in niimber in- 
stead of three. They range from $600 to $150. 
This is explained by the greater danger of 
attempting to reach a fixed height ip the 
shortest time. There will be one event for 
climbing for each of the two general classes 
of machines, and two “open” events the

weight carrying capacity, three laps of the 
course, or four miles, will be required. The 
first prize will go to the man carrying the 
greatest live weight over that distance with- 
out touching ground, the weight of the pilot 
as well as the passengers being taken into 
consideration. The time consumed will not 
be considered unless a tie resultson the point 
of weight. 

One “ grand altitude ’’ prize of $2,000 is to 
be given the aviator establishing the highest 
mark in a special event to be set for that pur- 
pose. Four similar events for lesser prizes 
will be held on as many days, the three prizes 
] each day being $1,000, $650, and $350. Here 
again the barograph records will be consid- 
ered as evidence in making the awards. 


Alighting and Starting. 
Alighting and starting contests will be 
held two days each, and the prizes are the- 
smaliest of the meet, running $250, $150, and 
$100 in each event. In the alighting tests, 
Which are one of the requirements for a 
ptlot’s license, the aviator must stop his 
motor in the air and attempt to land at a 
given point. The one nearest the point 
wins, the measuring being done from the 
pilot’s seat. The starting award depends 
upon the distance in which a machine can 
leave the ground after passing the astart- 
ing line. 

On two days, Thursday and Sunday of next 
week, bomb throwing will be a feature of 
the program. In these events the contestant 
will be given four missiles, all of which he 
must drop or throw, one at-—a time, when 
passing ovér a target marked on the fleld. 
This target will have several concentric 
circles, the value.of a hit within each to 
be fixed by the committee. All throws will 
be from a height of 150 feet or more. 

_All prizes will be paid within twenty-four 
hours after the close of each day unless 
protested, and it is required that al! pro- 
tests be filed with the referee before 10 a. m 
o* the day following the decision contested. 


Must Fly on “Road Rules.” 
One of the surprises of the big meet to 
many of the spectatorg will be that the 
‘rules of the road” have been applied, to 
aerial routes. : 
This fact will dawn on many as they ob- 
serve that all the machines above the aero- 
drome or fiying field will travel “ contra- 
clockwise” or in a direction opposite to 
that of the hands of a clock. 

Then they may see an aviator “ waved 
down’ or ordered back to take the turn 
around a pylon, as the huge guide post is 
called. In “waving down.” an aviator is 
ordered to return to the ground at once. 
In this case a white fiag will be used as a 
signa’ of danger. In calling a foul af a 
pylon, a red flag will be used, ; 


Rules for Contests. 


That the “rules ’* have been dey 
manifest by the quotation of the Slee: 
“ A contestant passing another must pass 
to his right at a minimum distance of seveny- 
five feet. 
“ A contestant may pass under another if 
the latter is 150 feet above and he may pass 
over him at an altitude of 150 feet greater 
than the aercolané he is passing. 
“In making « turn the ‘pole’ aeroplane 
must make no deviation from its course if 
another is attempting to pass. 
“ Obvious crowding toward the outside or 
to the inside of the course, efther on turns or 
straightaway.

These rules are known as the “ code of the 
air"; and other rules provide that al! sero-

On this ruler fix a slide as shown in the 
drawings, this slide having two points stick- 
ing up out of it as at P, these being just 
an inch apart. 

I have shown the slide made of tin from 
the pattern shown at the :eft. This piecé 
is long enough to fit across the top of the 
stick, down the sides, and curl up a little 
underneath, and should be an inch wide. 

In the center two lines are cut crosswige. 
You can use a hammer and chisel for this 
in thin tin, and be sure and cross the lines 
at the center. 

This done bend up the two triangular pieces 
P—you can cut the sides of the hole off 
straight or not, as you pipase—and they will 
form the points. 

By making the cuts an inch long you casa 
bend the points up so that they are just az 
inch apart.— 

Now bend the piece around and under the 
rule, bending the ends so they fit to the wood 
snugly,~ but still allow the piece to asjlide 
freely.
